This  first  Club  had  a  capacity  of  fo  beds  iix'reastil  to  no,  but  tlu- demand 
soon  far  outgrew  tiie  supply  and  many  time>  the  orij^inal  nuinher  ot  beds 
could  ha\  e  been  occupied  Through  all  the  camps  and  out  to  th<-  trenches 
newfiwentof  this  Club  in  one  of  the  gre;it  houses  of  I.ond.on,  where  a 
man  could  find  not  otd\'  uiood  food  and  a  warm  bed,  but  a  h'.t  b.i  h,  u 
change  of  underclothing,  a  dressing  gcwn  and  easy  siippeis  ' 

Nay  more,  his  underwear  was  washed  and  it  necessary  sterib-ed,  his 
uniform  was  cleaned  and  hi^  rifle  and  other  eijuipment  stored  until  wanted. 
For  this  accommodation  he  paiil  about  j  ■  daily  -  7^  cents  until  nsing 
prices  necessitated  si-me  increase  in  charge. 

So  much  for  rnaterial  comf  rt,  the  like  of  wh;c!i  sounded  ITheafaiiv 
story  to  the  men  in  ttie  rain  and  mud  ot  Flanders.  Th.ere  was  abo  the 
question  of  amusement  and  so.iet\-  The  ("lubs  supf  lied  botii.  Tiie 
Lounge  with  its  easy  cliairs  and  big  hreplace  was  alwa\s  fjlied  '.uth 
friendly  men  readv  to  exchange  news  and  experiences,  or  [leihaps  only 
drowsing,  and  tl;e  biUiard-rnoni  was  anotlier  cheerful  centre  wiiile  the 
charming   dining  room,  in   which   beau\   and   lielle^  of   ano;her   reiuurv
